to perform the configuration operation of the configuration command, wherein the 
configuration operation enables or disables the one or more specified signaling 
routines; and to process the signaling communication with the MGC routine if 
appropriate, to process the signaling communication with the SIP routine if 
appropriate, to process the signaling communication with the SBC routine if 
appropriate, to process the signaling communication with the PTT routine if 
appropriate, to process the signaling communication with the H.323 routine if 
appropriate, to process the signaling communication with the WAN compression 
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routine if appropriate, or to process the signaling communication with the CALE 
routine if appropriate."
